Trenton, Grundy county, against 
the collector of that county, for an 
injunction to prevent the collection 
of taxes against their property for 
the year 1896. 
The lower court granted the in­ 
unction, but the 
supreme court 
says it erred in so doing, and re­ 
versed the decision. 
The Masons own a three-story 
brick building, the third story be­ 
ing used exclusively for lodge pur­ 
poses, the first and second being 
rented or leased to other parties. 
The court holds that the third 
story would not be taxable, for the 
reason that it is devoted exclusive­ 
ly to charitable purposes, but the 
other tw o stories are taxable, be­ 
cause 
they come into competi­ 
tion with similar property in the 


city. 
The other lodges have similar 
property in Trenton.
